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Contingent upon Attorney General's opinion 
County Commission approves 20-year lease 
agreement for Enterprise Multipurpose Center

The Coffee County 
Commission voted Monday, 
June 13, to enter a 20-year lease 
agreement with the City of 
Enterprise regarding the pro- 
posed construction of a Senior 
Center/Multipurpose Center. 
However, the approved resolu- 
tion is contingent upon an opin- 
ion from: the state’s attorney 
general. 

Enterprise Mayor Kenneth 
Boswell addressed county com- 
missioners during Monday’s 
meeting and said the city has 
chosen Waid, Parrish. and 
Associates. as the architect for 
the proposed multipurpose cen- 
ter project, 

He said the project will devel- 
op.at 24,546 sq, ft. facility with 
5,000 sq. ft. designed for the 
senior citizens. center. The 
remaining 19,546 sq, ft. will be 
utilized for a multipurpose. cen- 
ter in which Boswell said will 
hold a capacity of 808 people in 
a round table seating environ- 
ment or 1.326 people in an audi- 
torium-type setting. 

In a previous meeting, the 
commission approved a com- 


mitment of $50,000 per year for 
three years towards the project. 
On Monday, Boswell said he 
Was requesting commissioners 
look at going from a three year 
limit to 20 years. bringing the 
total monetary commitment to 
$1 million. 

He said the county could enter 
a lease agreement with the city 
for the senior citizens and multi- 
purpose center. The mayor also 
said the city could help with 
financing, but also asked the 
county assist with some on-site 
preparation of the construction 
site. 

Boswell said he knew he was 
asking for a lot, but he feels the 
center will benefit not only. the 
citizens of Enterprise but Coffee 
County as a whole. He contin- 
ued by saying 48 percent of the 
voting population lives within 
the Enterprise City Limits. 

The overall cost of the project 
is estimated at-$2:5 million, and 
Boswell said ADECA (Alabama 
Department. of Economic and 
Community Affairs) has. award- 
ed a $250,000 grant for the sen- 
ior citizens center. 

Commissioner Robert 
Stephens offered a. motion to

As an Alabama veteran, I was 
extremely appreciative to see 
that recently our Senator Jeff 
Sessions was one of thirteen 


Senators on the Judiciary

WATER SOURCE INFORMATION AND TREATMENT TECHNIQUES 


The Authority is supplied water from three groundwater wells. The water we supply comes from the Clayton Aquifer. The Authority also purchases water from the Pike County Water Authority. The Pike County 
Water Authority utilizes groundwater taken from the Ripley Aquifer. The water we provide our customers requires no specialized treatment. However, chlorine is added to the water for disinfection purposes. 
This insures the quality of water throughout our distribution system. 

In compliance with the Alabama Department of Environmental Management (ADEM), Jack Water System has developed a Source of Water Assessment plan that will assist in protecting our water sources. This 
plan provides additional information such as potential sources of contamination. It includes a susceptibility analysis, which classifies potential contaminants as high, moderate, or non-susceptible to contami- 
nating the water source. All of the potential contaminants sited in our study area were rate as low. The assessment has been performed, public notification has been completed, and the plan has been approved 
by ADEM. A copy, of the report is available in our office for review during normal business hours, or you may purchase a copy upon request for a nominal reproduction fee. Please help us make this effort worth- 
while by protecting our source water. Carefully follow instructions on pesticides and herbicides you use for your lawn and garden, and properly dispose of household chemicals, paints and waste oil. 

The Jack Water System Board routinely completes a water storage facility inspection plan, and utilizes a Bacteriological Monitoring Plan and a Cross Connection Policy is in place to insure good safe drinking 


PLAIN LANGUAGE DEFINITIONS 


The Jack Water System and The Pike County Water Authority routinely monitor for constituents in you drinking water according to Federal and State laws, The following tables show the levels of any detected 
contaminant results of our monitoring for the period of January 1st to December 31st, 2004. It's important to remember that the presence of these constituents does not necessarily pose a health risk, In the 
following tables you will find many terms and abbreviations you might not be familiar with. To help you better understand these terms we've provided the following definitions: 

Non-Detects (ND) - laboratory analysis indicates that the constituent is not present. 
Parts per million (ppm) or Milligrams per liter (mg/l) - one part per million corresponds to one minute in two years or a single penny in $10,000. 
Parts per billion (ppb) or Micrograms per liter - one part per billion corresponds to one minute in 2,000 years, or a single penny in $10,000,000. 
Parts per trillion (ppt) or Nanograms per liter (nanograms/!) - one part per trillion corresponds to one minute in 2,000,000 years, or a single penny in $10,000,000,000. 
Parts per quadrillion (ppq) or Picograms per liter (picogramsi) - one part per quadrillion corresponds to one minute in 2,000,000,000 years or one penny in $10,000,000,000,000. 
Picocuries per liter (pCi/L) - picocuries per liter is a measure of the radioactivity in water. 
Millirems per year (mrem/yr) - measure of radiation absorbed by the body. : 
Nephelometric Turbidity Unit (NTU) - nephelometric turbidity unit is a measure of the clarity of water. Turbidity in excess of 5 NTU is just noticeable to the average person. 
Variances & Exemptions (V&E) - State or EPA permission not to meet an MCL or a treatment technique under certain conditions. : 
Action Level - the concentration of a contaminant which, if exceeded, triggers treatment or other requirements which a water system must follow. : 
Treatment Technique (TT) - A treatment technique is a required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in drinking water. 
Maximum Contaminant Level - The “Maximum Allowed” (MCL) is the highest level of a contaminant that is allowed in drinking water. MCLs are set as close to the MCLGs as feasible using the best avail- 
able treatment technology. 2) 
Maximum Contaminant Level Goal - The “Goal"(MCLG) is the level of a contaminant in drinking water below which there is no known or. expected risk to health. MCLGs allow for a margin of safety. 


As you can see by the tables, our system had no Violations of allowable limits of contaminants in drinking water. We're proud that your drinking water meets or exceeds all Federal and State requirements. We have learned through
